RESTON' S LAST PRESS CONFERENCE WHEREIN HE REFERRED TO REPORTS

AMEMBASSY BA HAD BEEN ASKED TO INVESTIGATE SUCH CHARGES. 

3. ACCORDING TO A J A ESPIL, FONMIN AND REST OF GOA ARE 
INCENSED OVER THE LAST RESTON STATEMENTS. FONMIN WOULD LIKE 
DEPARTMENT TO CLARIFY STATEMENT ON POLITICAL PRISONERS 

BEING KILLED AND ALSO ON AMEMBASSY BEING ASKED TO INVESTIGATE. 
GOA' S CONTENTION IS THERE ARE NO POLITICAL PRISONERS IN 
ARGENTINA AND SECONDLY GOA DOE SN' T APPROVE OF AN EMBASSY 
PLAYING POLICEMAN AND CONDUCTING INVESTIGATIONS ON THEIR OWN, 
WITHOUT PRIOR GOA KNOWLEDGE. FONMIN CONTENDS EMBASSY SHOULD 
FIRST INQUIRE FROM GOA ABOUT ALLEGED REPORTS. 

4. IN OTHER WORDS, FONMIN SUGGESTS PERHAPS TOM RESTON MEANT 
AEMBASSY WOULD INVESTIGATE WITH GOA RATHER THAN MAKING A 
INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION WITHOUT TOUCHING BASE WITH GOA. 

IT IS ALSO SUGGESTED PERHAPS WORD ••POLITICAL" BE OMITTED 
OR SOME OTHER SUITABLE EXPLANATION BE GIVEN. 

5. AJA ESPIL STATED UNLESS SOME TYPE OF CLARIFICATION IS 
MADE BY 1800 HRS., GOA WILL ISSUE A HARD-HITTING AND DAMAGING 
STATEMENT WHICH WILL SERIOUSLY IMPAIR RELATIONS BETWEEN 

BOTH COUNTRIES.
